Many Places of Prominence Named for 
Distinguished Members of the 
Weaker Sex. 

Many geographical names have been 
given places to honor the memory of 
women. Thus it is that Elizabeth, N. 
J.. was named to honor one of Eng- 
land’s queens, while. Virginia was 
named to honor the virgin monarch. 
Maryland preserves the name of the 
queen of Charles I. The Naval acad- 
emy at Annapolis does honor to 

Queen Anne. 

The English were particularly gen- 
erous in conferring names of women 
on places. In Australia the late Queen 
Victoria is honored in two provinces, 
Queensland and Victoria, while the 
most beautiful city in that common- 
wealth, Adelaide, was named in mem- 
ory of the queen of William IV of 
Hngland. The province of Alberta, in 
Canada, was named for Princess 
Louise Alberta, daughter of Queen 
Victoria, and wife of the marquis of 
Lorne, who was governor-general of 
Canada tn 1882. The largest lake in 
Africa is Victoria Nyanza, atid Vic- 
toria falls were named for Queen Vic- 
toria, as was also the capital of the 
province of British Columbia, Canada. 

The island of St. Helena was named 
after the mother of ConStantine the 
Great, who also gave name to her 
birthplace, Helenopolis. The French 
were especially prone to honor the 
holy women of their race, and Sault 
Ste. Marie and other points in Canada, 
first pierced by French priests, blaze 
their trail across the continent. —

The American style of banknote has 
become the standard in the countries 
of Central and South America.

First the 
much-vaunted Austrian system was 
tried, the notes being engraved and 
printed in England under that aystem. 
They proved «a complete failure, 
Counterfeiters flourished. The Bra- 
silians tried banknotes. made in 
France, and these were promptly and 
extensively imitated as soon as the 
counterfeiters could get their plates 
and paper ready. Brazil tried Ger- 
man and English establishments, but 
still without success tn the protection 
of the banknote cireulation, and at 
last turned to the United States and 
found a type of bills practically {m- 
possible to counterfelt with success. 
So it {s no boast, but a mere record 
of fact, to state that Americans make 
the best banknotes. in the world.
